Packages of bulblets run from thirty-five to one hundred or more. We give very good 
value on these packages.

I Guarantee Satisfaction and I mean just that. If at anytime, either after receiving 
the bulbs or after blooming, you have cause for complaint just write me about it and I will do 
my utmost to make things right. This is the only basis on which anyone can hope to conduct 
a business that will be permanently successful. 


If any other reputable grower is selling for less than my prices 
I will give extra count to make up the difference. In fact I will probably give enough count to 
not only offset any other grower’s possible lower prices but will more than satisfy you.

When there is a figure before prices (as 2—.10, 2-.15, etc.)f it means two bulbs for .10 or two 
bulbs for .15 as the case may be. 


ABOUT THRIP 
This past two years thrip has caused a great deal of damage to gladiolus in many parts of the 
country. This is a very minute insect that propagates down in the axils of the leaves and under 
the sheaths of the buds. It causes the buds to dry up and not open. The flowers have whitish 
streaks on them. Ina bad infestation often the whole field is ruined as far as flowers are concerned. 


This insect has done so much damage in many places that some growers of gladiolus have 
been discouraged and do not intend to plant them again. It looked rather bad at first but I 
think now that there is much hope. 


Gladiolus in the past have been almost too easy to grow. Now we have got to handle them 
carefully as we do other plants and perhaps we will appreciate them more. 


It has been found that many people who have handled their bulbs properly have not been 
troubled much this past season tho 'they have had lots of thrip previously. 


I shall have all known information about the thrip in my new catalog that will be out after 
Christmas. Meanwhile if you will observe the following procedure you will go a long way toward 
eliminating thrip. 

1. When digging cut the tops off tight to the bulbs. Be careful not to shake the tops over 
the box the bulbs are being put in. 


2. Burn all tops and other refuse around your garden. Put kerosene on the tops if they 
are green and they will burn readily. Do this as soon as possible after the bulbs are dug. 


3. After the bulbs are partially cured scatter napthalene flakes over them. This will kill 
all thrip on the bulbs. 


4. Try to get your neighbors to follow the above precautions. 


Those who have studied the question thoroughly feel that even those who have had a bad 
infestation previously can be reasonably sure of growing good glads in the future, as many who 
lost nearly all their glads last year have not been troubled this year, at least not till very late in 
the season. And by proper spraying I think they can be eliminated entirely. Further information 
in my new catalog out about New Years.
